Since the complete file on Subject is in Headquarters, we shall briefly 
synopsixe the past history for COS and Bonn. The PRQ Part I (Attachment A 
to SOOM - 1830 ) partially supplements the info mat ion below. 

Hildegard PUI&fIN entered the SO in 1939, serving in tfeimar until March 
19fe0 when she was transferred to Ant VI, BS9A (Heichslcherheithauptaat). She 
worked as interpreter and translator of Italian at both the Home and Berlin 
offices up to September 19^3, when she was chosen to become an Agent. Her 
chief was Or. Vilhelm HOBTTL; she was assigned as secretary to the Italian 
Foreign Minister Count Galeasso CIABO, then under house arrest at 
Allttaimshausen/Stergbergersee, with instructions to report his activities 
to Amt VI. 

She grew fond of CIABO, who had been transferred to prison at Verona, 

Italy end in October 19^3 she decided to help him. She claimed that through 
her efforts CIAHO's diary and several docuoents pertaining to Italo-Oermaa 
relations were kept from falling into the hands of the 80. She assisted 
CIABO *s wife Edda MISSOURI In her escape to Bwitterland. Open her own 
request she was transferred back to Veimar In October 19Mt where she 
continued her original work of translating and interpreting. 

After her arrest by the Americans in June l$fc5 and interrogation, she 
was employed by (the then) KHBARK until 1951 in the following successive 
c apa c ities t 

1) Informant on former RSHA personalities and activities 

2) "Sitting duck" Operation - Bax was employed in 0JSCU3, Berlin, 

to attract Russian recruitment approaches. Thi6 operation was unsuccessful . 

3) She worked for CAKE2T In Berlin (the Job was obtained for her 
by us) end later became head of the Frankfurt Bureau of his newspaper. 

She knew of CAMLET'S relationship with XDBASK and he knew of hers. 

k) Information source In Bonn while acting as newspaper correspondent 
there. She had. con t acts in the 8FD, labor, governmental and diplomatic 
circles. She had access toShoaasBEHLEB, and (Per the former Case
